2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-7, 12-18, 23-29, 34-40, 45-51, 56-62, and 67-73 lack an inventive step under PC T Article 33(3) as being obvious over Chan et 
al. in view of Chang et al. Chan generally describes the invention as claimed, however fails to disclose a visual cue with an annotation 
Chang discloses such a cue (col. 6, 11. 17-63). It would have been obvious to combine Chang and Chan in order to display pertinent 
information (col. 2, 11. 43-49). 

Claims 1-7, 12-18, 23-29, 34-40, 45-5 1, 56-62, and 67-73 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial 
applicability because the subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry.
